GENTLEMEN OF THE COUNCIL, | 
| AND House OF REPRESENTATIVES « 


_ Appointed by the President of the United States the Chief Exe- 
cutive of this Territory, it is with sincere diffidence that I assume its 
high and responsible duties. Remote ahd exposed as the Territory 
is and but recently attached to the Union, as a part of this Great 
Republic, while on that account it is entitled to peculiar considera- 
tion from the Federal Government; on ihat account also the duties of 
its Governor are rendered the more difficult and responsibie. 

But upon entering upon this high office, -Į must congratulate my- 
self and you that the Territory is not disturbed by aay of those dis- 
tracting subjects of legislation, which are destroying the peace and 
prosperity of other infant Territories. If we have our political differ- 

ences, they are comparatively small, and such as we are ail willing, I 
trust, to submit to the arbitrament of reason and of law. That is the 
only tribunal -to which a free people should ever appeal in contro- 
versies among themselves, assured that error cannot ultimaetely pre- 
vail while reason is left free to combat it. Self-government is a 
principle which lies at the foundation of all our institutions. That 
the people are able to govern themselves, and that every political 
community has a right to decide for itself, the character of the laws 
and institutions under which it is to live, is the birthrigth of every 

American citizen, and was dearly bought by our ancestors. This. is 
the right of the people of this Territory, and when the proper time 
comes, as come it will, and they choose to assume an independent po- 
sition aş a sovereign State, they. will exercise that right, uninfluenced 
and-unawed by foreign fanatics or border ruffians. 

The exclusive power of legislation in the Territories belongs, under 
the Constitution, to the Congress of the United States. But in the 
Organic Law which constitutes us a Territory, and clothes you with 
the power of legislation, Congress has conferred upon you the power 
to legislate upon all subjects “consistent with the Constitution of the 
United States and the provisions of that act.” In other words, con- 
gress has given you under certain limitations, «he same powers of le- 
gislation, and over the same subjects, that you would have if you were 
a sovereign State of the Union. As a territorial legislature, your 
legislation must be consistent with the Constitution of the United 
States. As a State legislature, which you must one day become, you 
will still legislate, I trust, under the same glorious Constitution. 

Under our form of government, and indeed under every form of 
constitutional government, there are two subjects of legislation ; the 

: B 
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one, which is generaland. national im its character, and the other, 
which is local and peculiar to dach of thé States of the Union. In the 
formation, therefore, of our institutions, it was necessary to have go- 
vernments within a government—imperium in imperio, as the la- 
tinists express it. Subjects of a national character, and which concern 
alike all the States, have been wisely given by the States to the 
general government, and belong, under the constitution, to the Con- 
gress of the United States. Such are the grave questions of peace and 
war: our military and naval etablishments y our foreign commerce 
and foreign intercourse ; our post office establishments; our inter- 
course with the various Indian tribes, and our public domain. These 
subjeets, and all.others necessary to their proper execution, belong 
exclusively to Sorgress. You have nothing to do with them, nor have 
you any right to touch them, except to address yourself by memorial 
and resolution to the Congress of the United States. These great in- 
terests have been committed by the people of the Territory into the 
hands of their delegate in Congress, whose zeal and ability are a sure 
guarantee that they will be properly cared’ for and defended. : 
But all these great interests, important and diversified as they are, 
and wisely given, as they have been, by the States to the Federal 
. Government, constitute buta small portion of the rights and interests 
that belong to a State or Territory as a political community.. Under 
the Constitution of the United States:every power and every interest 
not expressly given to the Federal Government, has been reserved to 
the States and the people; and Congress has no right to: touch them 
in any way, except to protect, as they are bound to do, the States and 
the peoplein the complete exercise any enjoyment of them: a 
These powers'of legislation, thus reserved to the States and the 
people, embrace every subject and every interest which is local in its 
character—every subject which relates to our rights of person and of. 
property—rights which are most sacred and ‘dear tous. The lives, 
the fortunes, the persona! safety, and that which is dearer than all, 
our. character and reputation, depend, under the constitution and the 
organic law, aloné upon your legislation. Every measure for the in- 
ternal improvement of the Territory must come from you, and what 
a Vast field does this open before you! The mineral wealth of this 
Territory; though comparatively unknown, is immense. Your hidden 
treasures would enrich any State if properly developed. Your mines 
of gold, silver, copper and lead are said to be not inferior to those of 
California, where the Federal Government has already‘found it neces- 
sary to etablish a branch mint for their coinage. Your iron ore and 
coal, those great elements of national wealth, are the very best in the 
world, and your mountains and vallies are fullof them. It is true we 
are too remote from commerce to be able to manufacture iron for other 
States, but surely we should not continue to buy of them, ai five times 
the price for which we could manufacture a better article at home. 
So too of many other articles of domestic consumption. This country 
is distinguished for its pasturage. Your flocks and your herds con- 
stitute much of your wealth, and yet your surplus wodl must rot on 
the dunghill, or be sent across the plains to be manufactured, and 
brought baék here and sold to you, at four or five timés the price for 
which ‘you could manufacture as good an article at home. Ft does not 
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require any great amount of capital or of skill to manufacture iron or 
coarse woolen goods; but it requires a beginning, and until it is done, 
whether as a Territory or a State, we must always remain dependent 
upon other States; and the products of our industry and our wealth 
will be sunk in transportation upon the plains. tip ads 

` Equally importaut to the Territory is the improvement of her ‘agri 
culture. The cultivation of the soil is an occupation upon which we 
all depend, and by which most of us live. Every improvement, there- 
fore, in agriculture is an individual as well að a national benefit, 
which is only a repetition of the maxim, that he should be considered 
a public benefactor, who makes two blades of grass to grow ‘where 
only one grew before. What a great blessing it would be to she 
people of this Territory, if by an soa Sib pe in agriculture, its 
crops could be doubled ; and yetit-has been dono elsewhere, and may 
be again done. Providence has blessed us with a most genial: climate 
and a rich soil, but we are denied those fructifying showers, with 
which other portions of our happy. country are-blessed. But, no 
doubt, there are thousands of acres of land, now lying idle aad awaste, 
which might be brought into successful and profitable cultivation, by 
the employment of proper agricultural implements, .and the intro- 
duction of grain suitable to the soil and seasons. If, for example, by 
the introduction of the chinese sugar came, we could manufacture our 
own sugar, how important it would be to the people, and what a 
saving to the Territory! It is not expected that you can give any le- 
gislative aid, at present, to the cause of agriculture; but by your 
example and influenee at home, you can do much to encourage and im- 
prove this most important branch of national industry. 

I have only time to pass very rapidly over the vast field of legis- 
lation which lies before you, and to touch only a few of the most im- 
portant subjects. But I should do great injustice to this interesting 
occasion, if I failed to bring to your favorable notice the great cause of 
education. Not simply the education of the rich, by the endowment 
of colleges: but the education of the masses by common schools. In 
a goverment like ours, depending essentially, as it does, upon public 
opinion, it is all important that publie opinion should be enlightened. 
Public schools, therefore, for the education of those who are not able 
to educate themselves, ought to he the first duty of every statesman 
and patriot. While it is the best means of promoting every other im- 
provement in the State, it is the only sure means of préserving our 
free institutions, and of transmitting them unimpaired to our posteri-y. 
The donation of public land, made by Congress for the support of 
commen schuols in this Territory, is not yet available; and. until it 
can be made so, it is not expected you can do much upon.-this impor- 
tant subject. But if you can do but little, it will at least. be the com- 
mencement of this noble work—the education ofthe poor. And ‘in 
the language of a great poet: R 


“Who does the most. hia circumstance allows, 
Does well, acts nobly, angels, could no more.” 


I herewith submit for-your consideration the Report of the: Treasurer 
of the Territory, and that of ‘the Auditor of Public Accounts. - Fiom 
these Reports it appears, that the'amount of warrants drawn upon the

Treasury for the fiseal year ending the [5th day of November, 1857, 
was, in round numbers, $10,978 ; while the amount of cash received 
for the same year was only $7,664, leaving a deficiency for the year 
of $8,309. , This added to the amount of debt, outstanding at the be- 
ginning of the fiscal year, will make the total debt of the Territory 
$9,872. In the opinion of the Auditor of public Accounts, this: debt 
will be reduced about $1,500 by the final return of certain collectors 
who are still in default. OO | 

From this statement, of the financial condition of the Territory, it 
appears that an additional increase of the revenue is inevitable. : To 
allow. your warrants to be at a large discount, is unjust to the public 
creditor, and highly injurious to the character of the Territory. It 
will be for you to determine how this additional revenue shall be rais- 
ed, with least inconvenience to the people who pay it. But I would 
snggest, that upon whatever property the taxes are laid, it should be 
an_ad valorem tax, and paid according to the value of the property, 
or the amount of merchandize. Any other principle of taxation must 
work, great injustice. 

I call your attention also to that portion of the Auditor’s report, 
from ‘which it appears that we pay the. salaries of a keeper and assi- 
stant keeper of a territorial prison, although there is no such prison; 
and that the Territory is at great expense in. sending eonvitts to this 
Territorial prison, which never had an existence. I recommend, there- 
fore, that the law on this subject be repealed, and that‘ each county be 
required to provide itself with a safe jail in which to confine its own 
convicts. The punishment of offenders is properly a county charge, 
and should not be a territorial one. | 

The suspension of the Public Buildings at this place is much to be 
regretted on many accounts, especially that of the Penitentiary; which 
appears to me so essential to the efficient and suecessful administration 
of the crimin.] laws of the Territory. I therefore requested the Super- 
intendent of. Public Buildings to furnish me a detailed report of the 
exposed condition of these buildings, with an estimate of the amount 
necessary to their completion ; which report I have transmitted to the 
Secretary of the Treasury, with an earnest request that an early appro- 
- priation might be made by Congress to finish them. - 

It becomes my duty, also, to call your attention to another. subject 
of more importance to the Territory, and a much more serious cause 
of complaint. I allude to a recent decision of the Supreme Court of 
the Territory, by which the people in most of the counties have been 
virtually deprived of Courts of Justice. Under this decision there 
are only three places at which courts are now holden within the broad 
limits of this Territory. Suitors from every part of the Territory 
must prosecute their suits there, at great loss both of time and money, 
and at great hazard to their lives; or give them up altogether. Every 
jail delivery must be made there, from every county however remote, 
and at a great expense to the county; or criminals must be allowed to 
go unpunished. It is only necessary to state the facts to show the 
hardship and oppression under which the people are suffering, from 
this recent change in their judicial system. Doubtless the court thought 
itself justified by the law under which it acted. But with great de- 
ference for the court, and profound respect for the Judges, I do not

think the law justified so harsh a conclusion. Certainly it was never 
the intention of Congtess thus to deny courts of law to the people of 
the Territory, or to tantalize them with the mere oppearance of justice, 
without its reality. It is the boast of American jurisprudence, that it 
is not only open to allalike, but that it carries justice to every man’s 
door. If you would have people know the laws and respect them, they 
must be administered among them. They mnst see and hear judges 
expound the law, and themselves share in its administration. And 
why should it not be so here? There are only nine counties in the 
Territory, and the utmost extent, therefore, of the service of each of 
our judges would be to hold seven courts during the year, six in the 
counties and one Supreme Court at the capital, hardly occupation 
enough to keep his judicial knowledge bright; for it was the opinion 
of a great English lawyer, that to make a good judge you must keep 
him occupied. . Í 

I recommend, therefore, that the causes now ‘in the three district 
courts be remanded to the counties in whick they originated, under 
the fullest conviction that Congress cannot hesitate, at once, to repeal 
the obnoxious Proviso, which has been made thus to overturn, not 
only the body of the law to which it is attached, but alse the funda- 
mental and organic law of the Territory. | oe 
` I have thus, gentlemen, given you my views of the powcrs and 
duties which attach to you as a legislative body. I fear the task 
which I proposed to myself, has been imperfectly performed, But I 
- have the consolation to know, that coming as you do from every part 
of the Territory, and intimately aquainted with the wants of your con- 
stituents, you will be able to supply my defects, and correct the errors 
into which I may have fallen. In matters of legislation, my duty is 
only concurrent; but I promise you in advance my hearty co-operation 
in every measure calculated to promote the interest of the Territory, 
and the good of her people. My most important duty will be, faith- 
fully and impartially to execute your laws. As this is my chief, so it 
. has been made my sworn duty ; and no assurance that I could give you 
from this place, could add to the solemnity of that oath. I pray God 
that our joint efforts may advance the welfare of the Territory and the 
happiness of the people. |

evidence accompanying the petition and the evidence introduced by 
incumbents, beg Jeave to make the following report : 
“The contestants set forth in their memorial, that they have a 
majority of the legal votes polled at the general election held on the 
seventh day of September last, for the office of Representatives of the 
county of Rio-Arriba, and that the incumbents are illegally in possess- 
ion of the certificate of election, aad consequently in possession of the 
seats for the reason, that in said election were cast for the incum- 
bents and was counted for them fifty five illegal votes, and the total 
number of votes polled in the precines of Servilleta, Ojo Caliente 
and the Cafioneswere illegal, because that the election in said pre- 
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cinets was not conducted according to law. a : n 

“The incumbents have presented a counter notice, together with 
evidence taken, with which they pretend to prove, that a number of 
Mexican Citizens voted in the afore said election for the contestants.” 

‘The contestants have presentedan affidavit. of Mr. David J. Miller, 
proving that the affidavits presented by the incumbents were taken. 
without allowing the contestants or their attorney to see them, and 
wish to show by this affidavit, that the examination of the witnesses 
by the incumbents was not according to law, and that the evidence 
so presented, should be considered as ex parte evidence.”

= Mr. Ramos Pacheco, one of the incumbents, was a judge of the 
clection in said precinct, and being called as a witness in this case, de- 
poses as follows: 

Were public notices put up in public places in your 
precinct, as is prescribed by section 8, of the election law, ap- 
proved July 20th, 1851, which had just been read to you?

There is other testimony corroborative of the declaration and cer- 
tificate aforesaid, and the committee have not the least doubt, thet in 
precinct No. 3 of Servilleta, section 8 of the election law, was entirely 
disregarded, and in such case, the will of private persons was substi- 
tuted in place of law. l N. 

This failure, in the opinion of the committee, has been the 
cause of the deceptiou practised in making a number of the voters 
beleive that said election was for the purpose of establishing or re- 
jecting a state government. 

Mr. Ramos Pacheco, declared as follows: : 

Question. Were the people of your precinct and precint No. 12 
well informed of the true object of the election ? | | 

answer. - I do not know—it appeared, that many were of the opin- 
ion that the object of the election was to vote in favor or against the 
formation of a state government. f 

Juan Andres Jaramillo declares that a majority of the people in 
the precinct of Servilleta, believed that the object of the election was 
to take the vote.of the people in favor or against the formation of a 
state government and tax law—anda this declaration is still further 
corroborated by other witnesses. . 

All who are well acquainied with our fellow citizens, and particu- 
larly tnose living remote from the most frequented places, as is the 
precinetServilleta, are aware and know, that it is very easy for the dem- 
agogue to deceive a majority of tlie people in regard to the true object of 
an election, and if it is done, it must be in prejudice to the public geod, 
because an intelligent, free and honest expression of the willfef the 
peoble, is in this manner frustrated. Although the committee do not 
desire it, but the facts above mentioned justify the eonclusion, that 
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the public notices prescribed by law to be placed in a certain time 
before the election were not fixed up intentionally for the . purpose of 
rot giving the public an opportunity of being informed of the true 
object of the election. The cummittee is of the opinion, that for these 
reasons, the votes polled in that. precinct are illegal because 
the votes were given in favor or: against a state or tax law, and 
should not be counted for candidates for the Legislative Assembly. 

This is not all. Section 12 of the aforesaid law of elections provides 
that the Judges of election, before they enter upon the discharge of 
their duties, shall take an oath before some Judicial atithority, or shall 
be mutually sworn in the following manner—“I do solemnly swear. 
that I will impartially discharge the duties of Judge of the present 
election according to law, to the best of my ubility, so: help me God.” 

This provision of the law has not been complied with in the Ser- 
villeta precinct one of the judges, Ramos Pacheco, did not take the. oath 
prescribed by the above cited setion, as is proven by. the ‘testimony 
of _Esmeregildo’ Martin,’ one of the Judgés, who-declares; <> :: 

“ We did not swear in Mr. Romas Pacheco;;through: forgetfulness.” 

In the case of Otero vs..:Gallegos, Congress decided the election 
as null, when’ the: officers: had’ not been ‘sworn, “Who the: a Tama 
to be sworn. 

We have more precedents, on: n this principle. In the case of. Mo- 
Farland vs..Culpepper, (contested elections page 221,)it was decided, 
thatthe neglect to designate the officers, who haye- to. be. swori 
when the law requires it, to act under oath, it invalidates all. their 
acts. 
The committee sre satisfied that Mr. Pacheco; one of the J adges of 
the election in said precinct, was not sworn, and’consequently by the 
aforesaid precedents, all bis acts should be considered null. `- 

The last irregularity in said preoimes; was very great, and of a seri- 
ous nature. 

Tocha 22, of the election law, (Revised Code page 390) pre- 
scribes: -` 

“All votes. shall be. by ballots ‘each voter being required to deliver 
his own vote in person, each ticket ghall be numbered, and the num- 
ber placed opposite the name of the voter, said ticket shall in no dase 
be examined, unles the election be contested, but’shall be delivered 
by the J udges of the election to she Probate J udge of County, 
who shall retain them until the expiration of the time allowed after 
the contesting of the election, and they shall then be destroyed.® 

In the case of Otero vs. Gallegos, it is said: 

“It is clear that it was the intention of the law to give to the voters 
the advantage of secresy when voting with express prohibition not to 
violate this secresy, except in the case of contest between rival can- 
didates.”’ | 

The voter has the right by law to the protection of the ballot box 
and the judges have no right to deprive them of that protection by crying 
their vote on placing itin the box. In the caseof Haston against Scott, 
(ċontested elections page 272) the following rules were obscured: 

“When votes are given by ballot, an elector can not be compelled 
to reveal the name of the candidate for whom he votes.” 

“Ifthe law requires the votes to be given by ballot, votes by viva 
coce, should not be received.” 
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- Esmeregildo, Martin, declares under oath, as follows ; | 7 
. Question. Were you present atthe election held on the 7th day 
of September 1857, in the house of Roman, l'acheco, in precinct No. 3, 
and in what manner-and how was the election conducted ? | oe 
: Answer. T was present as Judge of election, and in consequence. of 
the incapacity of one the clerks, I acted as clerk also. : 

The election was not exactly by viva voce, but each ballot. as-soon 
as it:was received by Ramos Pacheco, one of the person voted for, 
was opened by him and he read the name of. the person voted fur in 
a loud voice. I was. acting as: clerk ofthe election thea. ‘lhe ballot 
was numbered in order, and. deposited in the ballot box, and finally 
the number of votes for each candidate were counted, as is set forth in 
the certificate of election. oo Co, 

' Mr. Pacheco, the other judge, answers to the question asked : 

.. They voted by ballot. I myself received the tickets, but before I 
put them in the ballot box, I examined thém in public, and the names 
of the candidates for whom the person voted were put down by the 
Clerks, myself: and companions believing it to'be legal. -I only ascer- 
tained after the election was over, that the tickets should not be open- 
ed or examined. Before putting the ballot in the box, each ticket 
was numbered in its order, and the number of each ticket was: placed 
opposite the name of the voter, in the poll book. 

~ The committee; who decided in the case of Utero vs. Gallegos, used 
the following argument, on the same subject, relative to. on election 
held at.the Mesilla precinct, where the voting was conducted in the 
same manner, as has been proved by Martin and Pacheco, as the elec-. 
‘tion was conducted in the precinct of Servilleto. 

“The committee.is of the opinion, that this irregularity violated the 
sacred right of secresy belonging tothe voters. The arrogance of a pre- 
siding officer or judge of election, to assume and‘ exercise the right to 
open and proclaim a ticket in the presence of the elector on polling 
his vote, is.equivalent to obliging the voter to make known the names 
of the candidate for whom he votes. The committee were of the 
opinion, that in that case, this proceeding was equivalent to an elec- 
tion viva voce., o E | . o, o 

..¥our committee are well aware, and believe that no one can deny, 
that in New Mexico, if .a person of influence has a seat as judge 
of an election, and looks at each ticket as it is delivered, many voters, 
although they may wish to. do so, will not yote against the. party of 
that judge, through fear or for other cause, and one influential person 
alone may take his seat at the polls, and open the tickets deposited 
for the purpose of securing a majority of the votes polled.

Itis with regret and pain, that the committee under- 
stand, that the solemnity of :he oath was not respected, in admitting 
illegal votes. The evidence shows, that the greater part of the 35 
persons, who deposited their tickets, did it under oath that they 
were qualified voters. There is nothing more sacred, nor- should be 
maintained purer, than the polls. The poeple, who do not understand 
this, cannot be considered free and worthy of the privileges which 
the citizens enjoy by liberty itself. But the péople, who do not re- 
spect the solemnity of an oath, who attempt to deceive the honest 
citizen, and violate the laws, not only in committing crimes in this 
manner themeelves, but injuring others, it may be said that this 
people are in a deplorable state. ee 
The incumbents have introdueed testimony to prove that a num- 
ber of Mexican citizens or persons who are not believee to be Ameri- 
can citizens, voted at said election, in favor to the contestants: They 
refer to those persons, who under the treaty of peace of Guadalupe 
Hidalgo, ratified between the Mexican Republié and thé United Sta- 
tes, on the 2nd day of February 1848, retained their character. as 
cisizens of the Republie of Mexico. © l a Se 
The committee is officially informed that those persons declared 
their intention in the probate court in the different counties and their 
declarations are on file in those courts. E ne a +o 
Tt is a principal of evidence, that where written and‘ record evidence 
exists, parol testimony should not be admitted, unless good cause be 
shown and admitted, why the reeord evidence is not introdueed. © In 
the present case, written evidenee exists, with which ean ‘be proven, 
who retained the character of Mexican citizens, but the ‘incumbents, 
have thought proper not to ‘present such testimony, nor assign: any 
reason for not doing so, but have proceeded to take ` parol evidence, 
which under the circumstances the eommittee believe to be inadmis- 
sable. The reason is obvious: it is impessible for a person to know 
who is or is not a citizen. Those: who retained the character of Mexi- 
can citizens in the year 1848, had an opportunity of becoming-citizens 
by reason of having the means prescribed by Jaw, to become natutali- 
zed, and it is impossible for a citizen to know whether the ‘stranger 
‘has been naturalizéd or not, ifthe incumbents had proved in a proper 
manner thatany of those who voted-for the contestants‘ had sighed tis 
aforesaid : then the onus probandi rests with the latter to prove that 
they were naturalized, in ‘order to legalize their vote, but as’ the first 
was not doné, the latter was unnecessary. The declaration made by 
the contestants, proved that the Alcalde Enrique Cordova, refuséd'to 
show the declarations of witnesses taken in consequence of the notice 
given by the incumbents. One of the contestants was violently excla- 
ded from being present at the taking of said declarations.’ For this 
reason the committee are of the opinion, that the evidence is not ad- 
“missable for the reason that it is parol evidence and also that it is ‘ex 
parte and should be excluded. | | 
The Committee do not find sufficient certainty in the other declara- 
tions cn the part of the contestants, with which they attempt to prove 
that the election in the’ precincts of Caliénte and Cafiones of the 
County of Rio-Arriba, was illegal, and, for this reason the committee

GENTLEMEN OF THE COUNCIL, 
AND‘Houst or REPRESENTATIVES, 


I beg leave to ceall the attention of the Legislative Assembly to some 
errors which have heretofore prevailed in Telation .to the powers of 
the Governor of this Territory. 

By the Organic Law, the Governor is made a part of the 
Legislative power. But the Organic Law -declares in express terms, 
what his part shall be. “He shall approve all laws passed by. the Leg- 
islative Assembly before they shall take effect.” In other words, the 
Governor has the absolute power to. apy-rove or veto all laws passed by 
the legislative assembly. From this it seems to have been inferred, that 
the Governor had the same power over al! the other Acts of the Leg- 
islative Assembly, and that he had the power te approve or veto res- 
olutions, memorials or petitions, which are not laws, nor intended to 
be laws, but the mere expression of an opinion by the Legislative 
Assembly, or ofa wish addressed by them to the Congress of the Unit. 
States, who alone have the power to judge, and approve ordisapprove. 
But on this subject, it will. be seen by reference tọ the Or ganic Law, 
that the Governor has.no power whatever to contiol, the action of the 
Legislative Assembly, Congress has given him tio suth power, never . 
intended to give it, and could not do it. 

“The right to memorialize Government for a fedress of grelvances,” 
is a right which is secured by the Constitution of the United States 
to every individual however humble he may be. To say therefore 
that the Legislative Assembly representing the people of the Territo- 
ry, can not memorialize Congress for a redress of yreivances, without 
the permission or approval] of the Gover nor, would not only be incon- 
sistent with the Constitution of the United Sfates, but also with the 
Organic aw of.the Territory. 

In ow; Government, the veto power is a very strong power, and was 
given caly to protect the people against hasty and unwise laws, and 
ought not, and, can not be applied to anything else. In all resolu- 
tions which are not intended to be laws, and inall memorials adressed 
to Congress praying for relief or a redress of greivances, the Governor 
ig commonly made the Organ of communication to transmit them} 
and in doing so, he oxpresses his own views in favor of the object 
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“sought by the Legislative Assembly. This ia the practice which pre- 
vuils in other legislative bodies, and one which I shall always perform 
with pleasure when requested to do so by the Legislative Assembly. 

' Another. practice has prevailed in the Executive Department 
‘which, 1m. my opinion, -is equally without authority of law. It is.that 
of approving Bills after-the adjournment of the Legislative Assembly, 
This error, if one, is much more serious, and fraught with much more 
mischief than the other. Nolaw thus signed can have any validity, unless 
subsequently re-enacted. The Legislature consists of three: Branches, 
The Couneil, the House of Representatives andthe Gov. They must all 
concur in the formation of a law, and that concurrence must be during 
the session of the Legislature. If óne or two Branches adjourn before 
the concurrence of the other, the act of the other is void. These prin- 
ciples are too plain to be doudted:or disputed. But it is said; that 
the signature of the Governor after the adjournment of the other two 
Branches, is authorized by a law of the Territorial Legislature, which 
gives the Governor the power to sign after the adjournment of the 
Legislative Assembly, and this cures the defect. That may be so, pro- 
vided the Governor approve the Bill, within the time limited by Con- 
‘gress for the duration of the session. But even that is doubtful. . 

By the Organic Law of the Territory, “no one session shall exceed 
the term of sixty days.’ No law passed after the expiration of that 
term, can have any validity whatever, thus signed by al] the Branches 
of the Legislature. After the expiration of the sixty days, the Legis- 
lature becomes defunct. It is in vain) therefore, to attempt, by any 

Jaw of the Territorial Legislature, to enable the Governor to do that 
which the whole Legislature could not do—that is, niake a law after 
the expiration of. the term limited by Congress. | 

I have felt it my duty to call the attention of. the Legislative As- 
sembly to this important subject, so that they may dispose of the bus- 
iness befure them, in time to enable the Governor to examine and 

approve the Bills passed by them, before the expiration of the Session ; 

which in all probability will extend to the end of the sixty days limi- 

ted by the Organic Law. Otherwise I shall have no right to approve 
them, and if approved, they would have no validity in law.
